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Students Applaud President 
In Penn University Speech 


Man Hospitalized In thrash

President Ford got overwhelm­ 
ing support from University of 
Pennsylvania students with his 
comparison of the U.S. recap­ 
ture of the Mayaguez to the 
spirit of the Am erican revolu­ 
tion. 
The crowd of 14,000 burst into 
long 
applause 
Sunday 
after 
Ford com pared the American 
servicem en who recaptured the 
freighter to the colonial “ p atri­ 
ot farm er 
who said 
as 
he 
picked up his m usket: ‘We’ll 
see who owns this fa rm .’’’ 
The 
applause 
more 
than 
overwhelmed about 50 gradu­ 
ates who had stood in silent 
protest as Ford began to speak. 
Some of them had lifted a sign 
reading, 
“ Hands 
off 
C am ­ 
bodia.’’ 
F o rd ’s 
reference 
to 
the 
Mayaguez 
was 
brief, 
but 
throughout 
his 
speech 
he 
invoked 
the 
spirit 
of 
the 
American forefathers in calling 
for 
a 
renewal 
of 
national 
purpose and will 
to 
bounce 


back from “some rough tim es’’ 
at hom e and abroad. 
Two hundred years before, 
George Washington spoke to the 
dozen students in the class that 
graduated May 17, 1775. Ford 
spoke of the similarities to the 
graduating class of 5,071. 
“ We 
experienced 
m ilitary 
and diplomatic setbacks, but 
Washington and Franklin su r­ 
vived experiences far worse. 
Inflation, high prices, unem- 
ployent, recession —all these 
problem s were m ore pressing 
in 1775 than they are in 1975,’’ 
Ford said. 
“ We do not need nobler or 
newer goals. We do need a 
renewed 
sense 
of 
national 
purpose and a strengthening of 
our 
national 
will 
to 
pursue 
these goals. We m ust redefine, 
as 
I 
see 
it, 
our 
national 
purposes and pursue them with 
a renewal of national will.”

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Greenfield Man Found Dead 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — Indianapolis Police said 
Sunday they had no reason to suspect foul play in the 
death of a Greenfield man whose body was recovered 
from along 
the White River 
in Southern Marion 
County. 
The badly decomposed body was identified as that of 
Robert D. Reuter, 21, Greenfield, who had been reported 
despondent when he returned to the Indianapolis area 
last December while on leave from the Army at Ft. - 
Jackson, S.C. He was reported missing in January after 
he failed to return to the fort. 
The body was found in a tree at the edge of White 
River near Southport Road Saturday evening by two 
men in a canoe. Police said it apparently had floated 
into the tree and become stuck when the river was 
higher earlier this spring. 


Composer Leroy Anderson Dies 


WOODBURY, Conn. (UPI) — Leroy Anderson, who 
used familiar, nonmusical sounds in composing such 
songs as “Sleigh Ride” and “ The Syncopated Clock,” 
died Sunday of lung cancer. He was 66. 
Anderson’s “ Blue Tango’’ was the first instrumental 
to reach the No. I slot on the Hit Parade, where it 
remained for seven weeks in 1952. It became a gold 
record, selling more than a million copies.

Who Was Killed 1.6 Years Ago? 


STATESVILLE, N C. (UPI) - Donald Lee Harding 
was reported killed in a gunfight with Tennessee 
highway patrolmen 16 years ago. 
Today, Harding is being held in jail while authorities 
try to figure out who really died in the 1959 shootout. 
Harding, 37, was identified Saturday by his mother 
and brother, both of whom said they were told 16 years - 
ago that Harding died in a shootout in Tennessee. 
“We’re certain this is Harding,” said Statesville police 
Lt. Tony Randall. “ Who they buried in Tennessee we 
have no way of knowing.” 
Harding was arrested as an arm ed robbery suspect 
after being found wounded near the scene of a holdup at 
the Office Lounge tavern here Thursday. 


Avery Brundage Rites Today 


CHICAGO (UPI) — Avery Brundage, the 20-year 
president of the International Olympic Committee who 
fought most of his life to keep am ateu r sports free of 
professionalism, was buried today. 
Chicago Mayor Richard J. Daley and John Corbally, 
president of the University of Illinois, were among those 
scheduled to speak at the afternoon services in St. 
Jam es Cathedral.

GarmischPartenkirchen, Germany, where he lived with 
his widow, Mariann Reuss, 39. a Germ an princess. 
Memorial services were held in the G erm an city but the 
body was flown here for burial. Public visitation for 
Brundage was held Sunday. 


Hostages Plan To Stay In Laos 


VIENTIANE (UPI) — Three American officials held 
hostage by student demonstrators in central Laos say 
they plan to stay on the job as long as possible. 
“ No one has asked to leave,” a high-ranking American 
diplomatic source in Vientiane said Sunday. “They plan 
to stay down there as long as they can.” 
The three Americans were seized by leftist student 
demonstrators last week in the town of Savannakhet, 180 
miles southeast of Vientiane, and have been held since 
then under loose house arrest. 
U.S. sources said the three men were allowed to move 
about the town Sunday, and the Americans put through 
a telephone call to the U.S. embassy in Vientiane.

which record the view below as

After reading the columns on quilts and quilting, a 
reader called in to say that she had an old quilt she wanted 
me to see that was silk and velvet and covered over with 
beautiful woolen embroidery stitches. 
These are called Victorian crazy quilts and are a 
novelty. In the crazy quilts, irregular pieces of silk, 
sating, brocades, velvets, wools, and novelty material 
were used. They were placed together with embroidery 
stitches of many many kinds. These quilts were difficult 
to make for the pieces were all of different sizes and the 
entire effect had to be level. These quilts were not really 
quilted but had a wool backing, and were tufted to hold the 
materials together. 
The pieces of material saved for the crazy quilt all came 
from relatives and dresses worn on very special oc­ 
casions. Thus, this type of quilt became a keepsake that 
was a pleasant reminder of events that has happened 
during the years. But unless you knew their sentimental 
history such a quilt losses its appeal. They were show 
pieces and never meant for constant use. They were the 
type that were put on the railing at the foot of the bed. . .or 
draped over a piece of furniture. 
Last week the front page story and picture in the 
Goshen News showed quilting being taught to boys and 
girls by a man teacher. At the Shipshewana Elementary 
School the art of quilting has became a special learning 
project in the sixth grade. 
The art class had gone to the needle and thread and 
included this intricate stitching project for its educational 
value. Mr. Roger Brenneman has 31 students involved in 
quilting and every student has responded with enthusiasm 
according to Mr. Brenneman. 
“This has been a good project in learning to work 
together. It has taught patience and is excellent for 
coordination. The boys have taken to it as well as girls. In 
fact, some of the biggest boys have shown the most in­ 
terest.” 
He has made the quilting a complete learning process. . 
a study more involved than threading a needle and 
putting thousand of tiny stitches in a big sheet of cloth. 
“We made each student study their ancestry and 
American history, and from that information design a 
block. We wanted to tell a story about America and they 
made their designs first on paper and then copied them 
on the quilt blocks,” he said. 
The outline colors of the quilt are red and white and the 
block designs range from subjects of pioneer days to 
modern day rockets. Two boys stitched out a design of 
“Uncle Sam .” 
Some of the fringe benefits according to him are that it 
has attracted parent interest. Girls and boys have traced 
their ancestry back to pioneer days. One was related to 
Daniel Boone, another to Jam es Whitcomb Riley, others 
to foreign born parents, and one can trace heritage to the 
Indians.

This column of questions and answers on federal 
tax m atters is provided by the local office of the U. S. 
Internal Revenue Service and is published as a public 
service to taxpayers. The column answers questions 
most frequently asked by taxpayers. 


Q. Is it true that the IRS will 
figure my tax for me? 


A. Yes, but you must meet 
certain qualifications. On Form 
1040, your income must be 
$20,000 or less on line 15 and 
be made up only of wages or 
salaries, and tips, dividends, 
interest, pensions and annu­ 
ities. In addition, you must 
choose the standard deduction 
and file by the due date. Then 
the IRS will figure your tax 
for you. 
If you file Form 
1040A, you may have the IRS 
compute your tax regardless 
of the amount of your in­ 
come. 
The 
instructions 
for 
both forms explain what lines 
to fill out so the IRS can de­ 
termine your tax from the 
proper tax table. 
You will 
then receive a refund for any 


overpayment or a notification 
of the amount of tax due. 


Q, When will I get my re­ 
fund? 


A. The IRS makes a spe­ 
cial effort to send refunds back 
to taxpayers as quickly as pos­ 
sible. 
This 
normally 
takes 
from three to five weeks after 
the return is filed. Several 
factors can delay a refund, 
but you can avoid some of 
them. For example, be sure all 
the arithmetic on your return 
is correct, and make certain 
your Social Security number 
and your spouse’s are right 
and that they are written in 
appropriate order in the blocks 
provided. 
Place the peel-off 
pre-addressed label from the 
forms package mailed to you 
on your return. Its use will 


speed the processing of your 
return. 
Finally, 
remember 
that the IRS cannot send you 
your refund unless you sign 
your return. 


Q. How do I report my divi­ 
dend and interest income for 
1974? 


A. Schedule B, Dividend and 
Interest Income, has been re­ 
instated for those who have 
such income to report in de­ 
tail. If you have $400 or less 
of dividend or interest income, 
you will not have to list it on 
Schedule B, but only include 
the totals on lines 10a, 10b 
and 10c of Form 1040. 


Q. How can I correct the in­ 
formation on my W-2 Wage 
and Tax Statement for 1974? 


A. If you receive an erro­ 
neous Form W-2, you should 
ask your employer to issue a 
new 
W-2 
to 
you 
clearly 
marked “corrected copy.” You 
should then file Copy B of the 
corrected statement with your 
Federal tax return.

For Hoosiers ERA Turn Down

against backing a Republican 
for a federal judgeship is linked 
to Indiana’s nonratification of 
the

Only one GOF leader made

others said on an off-record 
basis that so long as Indiana 
does not ratify the amendment, 
of which Bayh is the author, no

Bayh 
and Sen. Hartke (Sen. Vance 
Hartke, D-Ind.) both about the 
nomination.” 
ERA “is a factor” 
“I did get a response and it 
had to do with ERA,” Milligan 
said. “I am telling you flat out, 
it is a factor.” 
Bayh, when asked about the

Castro Says He Can Prove 
CIA Attempted His Life

George McGovern says Cuban

tion” to prove that the Central

Some of them involving attacks 
or attempted assassinations on 
high-ra.qking officials, such as 
the deputy prime m isstep, Dr.

“He told me that he was 
prepared to provide documenta­ 
tion that the CIA had been 
involved 
in

attempts, and then he quickly 
added: ‘Not all of them, but 
some 
of 
them,’” 
McGovern 
said. “Let me say, I’m not in 
any position to evaluate that. I 
didn’t look at the documenta­ 
tion. I didn’t feel that was my 
right or my responsibility. But 
he feels very strongly that the 
CIA has been involved in such 
attem pts.” 
Asked if he had discussed 
Castro’s claims and offer with 
either the presidential investi­ 
gating commission headed by 
Vice President Nelson Rock­ 
efeller or the Sernte committee 
led by Sen. Frank Church, D- 
Idaho, McGovern said, “I have 


not yet, but it’s going to be part 
of the recommendations of my 
report. 
“I think if those committees 
are going to do a thorough job 
in telling us the full story of 
what the CIA does abroad, 
w e’re entitled to have some 
answ ers on this question of 
whether assassination is part of 
their policy.”

C. 
Douglas Dillon,

Striking California Doctors To

session of the legislature to 
begin Monday as more anes­ 


thesiologists in Southern Cali­ 
fornia agreed to join the strike 
by their colleagues in nine San 
Francisco area counties and 77 
hospitals. 


Brown offered a sweeping 
nine-point program including 
tough restrictions on doctors, 
but opposing groups in San 
Francisco failed to agree on the 
plan to solve the short term 
crisis of skyrocketing malprac­ 
tice rates.

Although the parties a re n ’t 
expecting to make final deci­
